be due,” the Treasury said. 
“ If at the time you filed your re-) 
turn you paid one-half of the amount j 
of tax reported, no paym ent will be 
due until September 15. 
“ If at the time you filed your re ­ 
turn you paid only one-fourth of the 
amount of tax reported, 
you 
must 
pay on or before June 15 
one-half 
of the amount paid by you when you 
filed your return. 
“The main point to be borne in 
mind is that one-half of the tax due 
from you this year must have been 
paid on or before June 15. . 
“The usual notices have been is­ 
sued by internal 
revenue 
collectors 
reminding income taxpayers that the 
second installm ent of tax is due June 
15. 
Of special interest to taxpayers 
is tho provision carried in the new 
revenue law to the effect th at the 
tax of incomes received by individ­ 
uals in the calendar year 1923 will 
be reduced by 25 per cent. 
“This means th a t every individual 
who is subject to income tax will be 
relieved of one-fourth 
of 
tho 
tax 
liability which he reported on the re­ 
turn field on or prior to March 15, or 
if the tax was paid in full that he 
will receive a refund of one-fourth 
of his payments.

paid

J fourth of their tax in March, how­ 
ever, should not make the 
mistake 
of thinking th a t they may take credit 
for the full 25 per cent reduction

In a brief and spectacular fight 
Thursday night, in which Will'am M.

the Dawes supporters, after the decli­ 
nation of former Governor Lowden, 
of Illinois, marshalled their forces 
and put the General across for the 
nomination.

Mississippi blew up early Thursday 
afternoon while the dreadnaught was 
engaged in firing-practice on the San 
Clemente drill grounds, off here. 
Tho victims include three officers 
and 43 enlisted men. 
A flareback from one of the 14- 
inch rifles in the turret ignited the 
powder supply. 
Practically the en­ 
tire crew of the turret room—33 men 
in all—was wiped out and several men 
in the upper handling room were also 
killed. 
1,800 Pounds of Powder In Room 
Four powder bags containing 430 
pounds of explosive each were inside 
the rifle turret, according to one of 
the surviving sailors in the handling 
roopi above, where several also were 
killed. Of the injured several sailors 
in the passage spaces and the han­ 
dling room above the turret were ter­ 
ribly burned by gas and from the 
explosion. 
Three men are known to have es­ 
caped from No. 2 turret when the 
fire burst out, suffocating more than 
4Q men and severely burning more 
than a score of others who were out­ 
side near the turret. 
The 14-inch rifle that ignited the 
turret powder supply was practicing 
extreme elevation firing at the mo­ 
ment of the explosion, the idea being 
to take advantage of the battleship’s 
roll or list to the opposite for maxi­ 
mum altitude and efficiency of the 
gun. 
Second Explosion In Harbor 
The dreadnaught, immediately after 
the explosion, wirelessed

The white hospital ship immediately 
proceeded from its berth to meet the 
dreadnaught and the meeting was ef­ 
fected just inside the breakwater. As 
the transfer of stretcher cases started. 
a second violent explosion occurred 
when a 14-inch shell discharged, the 
projectile narrowly missing the coast­ 
wise passenger liner Yale at the har­ 
bor entrance. 
Shell Misses Outgoing Steamer 
The explosion of the shell in the 
harbor was due to striking of the 
projectile on the turret. 
The shell 
hurtled aft of the Yale, which was 
on its way to San Francisco, and 
buried itself in the whitecaps beyond. 
No one was injured by this second 
explosion. 
On request for official statements 
concerning the disaster from the com­ 
manding officer of the Mississippi, the 
Associated Press correspondent was 
informed that no official statement 
would be issued until this morningv 
Hospital Ship Reaches Her 
A demolished forward turret on the 
battleship was plainly visible with 
glasses as the Mississippi raced in 
toward the harbor. 
The prow was 
black with sailors, clustered around 
I the wrecked turret, and there wras 
great activity on board. 
As the Mississippi dropped anchor 
| inside the breakwater a dozen boats 
from the hospital ship Relief reached 
I her side.

New York, June 13.—The super- 
dreadnaught 
Mississippi, completed 
by the Newport News Shipbuilding 
Company in 1917, was launched in 
January of that ycig in the presence 
of Josephus Daniels, then Secretary 
of the Navy, and 20,000 spectators. 
She was christened by Miss Camille 
M(Beath, daughter of J. M. McBeath, 
who was Democratic National Com­ 
mitteeman from 
Mississippi. 
She 
was completed in December of that 
year. 
At the time of her launching she 
was considered one of the most pow- 
(iful sea fighters in the ivorld. 
She 
is of 32,000 tons displacement, car­ 
ries a crew of 1,434 officers and men 
and a battery of 12 14-inch guns, be­ 
sides 28 guns of smaller caliber.

THE SKYSCRAPER CHURCH 


In 1831, when Chicago was In Its 
swaddling clothes, the Methodists pur­ 
chased a plot of ground in the down­ 
town section of the town and built 
their “first” church center upon it. 
By the time 1856 rolled around, the 
Increased growth made the securing 
of larger quarters an absolute neces­ 
sity. 
In the meantime, the business 
part of the city had shaped itself 
around the church and the value of 
the church property had increased at 
a tremendously rapid rate. The Meth­ 
odists might have sold out at a hand­ 
some profit, but instead they decided 
to retain their holdings and capital­ 
ized the situation by combining re­ 
ligion 
and 
business 
after 
a 
new 
fashion, producing a practical novelty. 
They built u building several stories 
high, within which was a church, and 
rented the ground floor and all other 
space not used for church purposes, 
for business purposes. 
History has again repeated itself. 
The attendance of 1922 had outgrown 
the church of 1856. 
Their plot had 
become the center of the city’s retail 
business section. So again, the Meth­ 
odists eidarged their quarters aud in 
duplicating their former plan on a far 
larger and far more grand scale, they 
produced the tallest building In Chi­ 
cago, the most unusual church build­ 
ing 
In 
America, 
and 
the 
highest 
church building In all the world. 
This magnificent skyscraper church 
is 80 by 182 feet and 21 stories (and 
basement), or 260 feet high. The cor­ 
ner Is surmounted by an elaborate hut 
substantia! spire which “carries on" 
296 feet farther—milking the total 
height of the structure 556 feet. 
An elaborate entrance leads from 
the street directly into a veritable 
dream of a “house of worship,” sur­ 
rounded by shops and stores within. 
This 
secluded 
church , Is 
modeled 
somewhat after the style of the Eng­ 
lish churches, elegant hut simple, dig­ 
nified, and in silent accord with the 
creed of the church, with a seating 
capacity of about 1,300 persons and 
containing an organ as flue in quality 
and pleasing In tone as the experts of 
the organ-bull der’s art could produce. 
The original church is said to have 
cost $580. 
The new structure, Its 
graceful spire dwarfing all other sky­ 
scrapers in Chicago, cost about $5,- 
000,000. and the annual Income from 
the apace rented for stores and offices 
Is a fabulous one.
